The extraordinary 
enthusiasm 
boing exhibited by the Allied na­ 
tions over Die 
appointment 
of 
Lord Louis Mounbatten 
as 
su­ 
preme commander for southeast 
Asia is at once a tribute of confi­ 
dence in his leadership 
and an 
expression of relief that, at the 
Chinese put it, "measures plan­ 
ned for the destruction of Japan 
are being implemented.” 
Specifically ! the designation of 
this 43-y ear-old expert in com­ 
bined 
operations—invasions in­ 
volving land, sea and air forces 
—is tak e n generally to mean that 
at long last the Allies are getting 
set to invade Burma from India, 
across the Bay of Bengal. Since 
America’s combined 
forces 
are 
on the offensive in the southwest 
Pacific, one envisages the appli­ 
cation of a pincers movement ul­ 
timately on the 
Nipponese—one 
from the east 
Small wonder that the Chinese 
are elated at the prospect of re­ 
opening the Burma Bond, to re­ 
store their lifeline 
to the out­ 
side world. They were terribly 
disappointed that the operation 
wasn’t carried out last winter, os 
I learned <>n my visit to Chung­ 
k ing the first of this y ear 
The Chinese are in dire need 
of supplies of every description, 
both military and civilian. It’s 
one of the world’s wonders that 
they ’ve been able to hang on so 
long. It 
wo uld be dangerous 
to 
bank on their ability to continue 
indefinitely without the major 
assistance which can be supple d 
only by the reopening of the Bur­ 
mese back door. 
Readers often ask why the Al­ 
lies have to invade Burma by sea 
—why the invasion can’t bf* car­ 
ried out from India by land. TI o 
mountainous nature of the ti r- 
rain, and the heart-break ing jun­ 
gles. along 
the 
Indo-Burmese 
border p re lud e big scale mili­ 
tary operations. There are places 
where small contingents of troops 
can op erate—on the const 
for 
instance, and up north where a 
military 
road cuts through the 
mountains 
at Impha!—but 
the 
main uttia'k must be amphibious, 
supported by air. 
The y outhful new commander 
for southeast Asia 
has, in his al­ 
way s vigorous wav, flung his six 
feet four of hard rpuscle into hi** 
new job with a rush. That’s good 
to see, but we shouldn’t conclude 
from th** announcements and tin* 
preparations that an Invasion of 
Burma is going to tak e place ne xt 
week , or next month. 
The 
monsoon 
deluge, 
which 
since April has 
been 
flooding 
Burma, won’t be over until Oc­ 
tober. It then 
will 
be 
several 
week s before things dry up to the 
point where one would expect 
the Allies to be ready for the at­ 
tack , if indeed it’s their intention 
to carry out 
the operation this 
y ear. 
The conquest of Burma culls 
for an effort of great magnitude. 
A huge naval fleet—presumably 
British, since our 
ships 
arc en­ 
gaged in the Pacific 
wll be nec­ 
essary . 
And as in North Africa 
and Sicily, the Allied air fleets 
will blaze the way . Fortunately . 
India provides a superb base 
for 
tile expedition, both in the initial 
stages and later 
for reinforce­ 
ments and supplies. 
“Louie” Mountbatten is a jack 
of all trades in war, having done 
his good bit with 
air, sea 
add 
commando forces. Wherever duty 
tak es 
him and 
ifs 
led 
him 
through tile valley of death more 
than 
once—his comrades label 
him as “a cheerful blok e.” One 
would say 
that 
he is the ideal 
ty pe for such gruelling work as 
will be called for in the terrible 
Burmese jungles. 
Word is boing circulated in in­ 
formed quarters 
in Washington 
that L l General Joseph W. Stil­ 
well is slated to be deputy com- 
mander-in-chief. 
Stilwell 
now 
heads the U.S. 
army 
forces in 
China, Burma and India and is 
chief of staff 
to 
Generalissimo

If this appointment material­ 
izes it should give a fine team for 
the southeast Pacific.

Another very good farmer say s 
y ou vc got to look ahead—far 
ahead—these day s, and not got 
y ourself into a jam, for y ou are 
going to have most of the farm 
I work to do, and y ou must do all 
y ou can to distribute it well. 
Planting the corn crop over a 
period of two or three week s, 
helps in th** labor distribution 
when harvest time comes, even 
though it may reduce the y ield a 
little. If y ou study the records of 
the time of planting and the crop 
y ield, y ou will find that there is 
some reduction in the y ield if 
y ou plant, after the recommend­ 
ed planting date for y our com­ 
munity , but not very much, until 
about ten day s or two week s be­ 
y ond this date. 


NEW STOCK IN MICE 
When I recently left a sack of 
corn at our mill to be ground, 
that I had brought in from the 
farm, a very large mouse jumped 
out and escaped through a hole 
into the basement of the mill. It 
was one of our very largest and 
.best rn ice. and ii is well located, 
isn’t it? 


CONTROLLING MICE 
They are hard to control in a 
home, and it seems impossible to 
k eep them out. We have fount! 
that the best way to control them 
is to trap them, just as soon as 
they 
are 
discovered. 
We 
use 
cheese for bait and if they are 
not interested in that, the small 
spring traps are baited with a 
(Piece of uncook ed bacon. That is 
sure to attract them. It is good 
bait for tile wise old rats, too, 
(that show up at times, and are 
able to resist most bait served to 
them in a trap. They just can’t 
resist the bacon. 
A big thing to do in trapping 
mice or rats is to k eep the traps 
clean, and free from any odor of 
an injured animal, that may have 
been caught in it. Holding the 
traps in the flame of burning 
paper for a few minutes, is the 
easiest and quick est way that we 
have found to clean them. Doing 
; th is heats the wood a little, in ad­ 
dition to burning off any foreign 
■ matter, so the meal is very at­ 
tractively served.

KENTUCKY WONDER BEANS 
“We are pick ing our Kentuck y 
Wonder beans now and we cord 
them up on our arms lik e cord­ 
wood.” That’s a report a friend 
(just gave us. The Kentuck y Won­ 
der is a good bean to raise any 
y ear, and especially this y ear, 
when our growing 
season 
has 
been almost tropical. 
This bean is good to plant with 
corn, after the corn gets a pretty 
good start, or to plant along the 
fence in the garden, so they can 
vine on it. We used them that 
way this y ear, but we bad some 
rabbit competition, that reduced 
much of the stand, but still we’ll 
have a lot of beans, if the Mexi­ 
can beetle doesn’t get them when 
we get busy and forget them. 
Dusting beans with rotenone will 
protect them but y ou must k eep 
; them pretty well protected, all 
the time, for it to be most effec­ 
tive.

EARLY TOMATOES 
I just learned of a friend who 
got ten large transplanted to­ 
mato ’plants early in June and 
took the very best of care of 
them. “We’ve had all the toma­ 
toes we wanted to 
use 
in

home for week s,” she reports. Of 
course she is well sold on get­ 
ting the large, well started, trans­ 
planted k ind of plants, even if 
y ou have to pay much more for 
them. This is the second report 
lik e this that I have had recent­ 
ly. These reports well illustrate 
the wisdom of buy ing transplant­ 
ed tomato plants, early in the 
season, 
fo r this is a n approved

Service Ready - - Physicians 
Have 
Them

“MCH-l will 
be

around here before long,” Dr. W. 
D. Maag of the Fay ette County 
Board of Health said today . 
He 
explained that “MCH-l” is the 
designation of the form to be 
filled out by expectant motlu rs 
who are wives of enlisted service 
men apply ing for state maternity 
care. 
Applications are now 
in 
the 
hands of the phy sicians here, Dr. 
Maag said, and a ny o ne desiring 
them can obtain one from the 
phy sician of her choice or Dr. 
Maag. 
MCH-2 forms 
are 
also 
available for state care for chil­ 
dren one 
y ea r old 
a nd under, 
whose fathers are 
enlisted men. 
The program became effective 
August 12 in Ohio. 
Those elig­ 
ible are wives and infants of en­ 
listed men including 
the 
first 
st von grades, regardless of legal 
residence or financial status. How­ 
ever, wives of men in the first 
three pay grades will be required 
to provide tho following state­ 
ment: 
“My present financial and 
personal circumstances have made 
it necessary for me to request 
care for my self and my child as 
provided by the emergency ma­ 
ternity and infant care program. 
After the forms are completed, 
the wife must present evidence 
to the phy sician that she is the 
wife of an enlisted man. either 
by her allowance card or by an 
envelope she has received through 
the mail from her husband giving 
his serial number. 
When 
the 
form is completed, the phy sician 
will send it immediately to the 
Division of Child Hy giene of the 
Ohio Department of Health for 
authorization for providing' care. 
If the form has been satisfac­ 
torily compu ted, and the wife is 
entitled to the benefits 
of 
the 
i mergence* maternity and infant 
care program, a notice of official 
authorization wull be mailed to 
the phy sician, the hospital, the 
mother and the health department 
here. 
Hospitalization 
is 
provided 
upon the request of the attending 
phy sician. 
Only licensed mater­ 
nity hospitals in Ohio may p ar­ 
ticipate in this program. 
Hospi­ 
tals are paid at ward rates on 
the basis of the following for­ 
mula: 
The certified per day operating 
costs of the hospital less 15 p er­ 
cent plus 25 percent, with a ceil­ 
ing rate of $6.50 for mother and 
infant; the certified rate less 15 
percent for the infant with a 
ceiling of $5.50 per day . A maxi­ 
mum of fourteen day s of hospital­ 
ization is provided for maternity 
and infant care. 
When the patient is seriously 
ill, the attending phy sician may 
request private duty nurses who 
will be authorized for a period 
not to exceed 14 day s at prevail­ 
ing rates, not to exceed $7 per 
day 
including 
meals. 
Home 
bedside nursing also is provided 
when rt quested by the attending* 
phy sician, and qualified special­ 
ists may be called in if necessary . 
The phy sician is granted an au­ 
thorization for a period not to 
exceed three week s for a maxi­ 
mum sum of $22, of which a 
maximum of $10 may be expend­ 
ed the first week , $6 for the sec­ 
ond week and $6 for the third 
week , on a fee basis of $3 for 
home calls and $2 for office and 
hospital calls.

But do not mak e the mistak e 
of considering them only as a 
salvage animal. Sheep need care, 
feed, special care 
at 
lambing 
time and constant vigilance for 
parasites. 
They bring in two crops per 
y ear and the crops are generally 
mark eted at different times of 
the y ear. 
During a war period 
the amount 
of 
money turned 
over by sheep is much smaller 
than hogs or beef cattle and there 
is a great demand for both pork 
and beef at this time. This very 
fact strengthens the sheep pos­ 
tion for the post-war period.
